Mr. Kerr becomes the Com¬ 
pany’s third president: the first 
was the late A. E. Cross who 
founded the company in 1892. 
The second was his son, J. B. 
Cross who succeeded to the 
presidency upon his father’s 
death in 1932, and who retired 
recently to devote his time to 
his ranching interests. 

Born and educated in Calgary, 
Mr. Kerr articled with the pio¬ 
neer Calgary chartered account¬ 
ant, the late John H. Williams, 
F.C.A. When he was admitted to 
the Institute of Chartered Ac¬ 
countants of Alberta in 1937, Mr. 
Kerr was one of only five per¬ 
sons in Alberta accorded such 
recognition that year. 

During the war Mr. Kerr served 
as chief postings officer at 
Ottawa for all R.C.A.F. ground 
crew personnel and all aircrew 
trainees. Late in 1943 he was 
detached from the R.C.A.F. and 
posted overseas for special duty 
with the Royal Air Force, Air 
Ministry Staff, and as suGh 
worked on training plans which 
were then current and also par¬ 
ticipated in planning airforce 
requirements for the post-war 
period. The King's New Year’s 
honors list of 1944 honored Mr. 
Kerr with his appointment as an 
Additional Member of the Order 
of the British Empire. 

He returned to Canada late in 
1945, retiring from the air force 
with the rank of wing command¬ 
er. and after working for a time 
in Eastern Canada returned to 
Calgary and joined the Calgary 
Brewing & Malting Co. Ltd. as 
chief accountant. He was ap¬ 
pointed general manager of the 
company in 1956.

gopher control, but despite excel¬ 
lent results obtained by this it has 
certain disadvantages. With the ap¬ 
pearance of green growth in spring 
the dry grains of poisoned wheat 
are no longer attractive to the 
gophers. This bait, therefore, is of 
value only early in the season. 

Gophers will feed on poisoned 
oats throughout the summer when 
they cannot be tempted with 
wheat. Of still greater importance 
is the fact that no small birds will 
feed, at any time, on these oats. 

Larger birds, such as prairie 
chicken, partridge and poultry feed 
freely on oats, but none of these 
are susceptible to poisoning by 
Strychnine. This fact is not gener¬ 
ally known, but has been amply 
demonstrated by feeding domestic 
poultry for two weeks on poison 
grain. Gophers fed on grain from 
the same stock were killed in 
about five minutes.

View the eclipse through a blank 
developed photographic film. The 
film must be over exposed over 
its entire surface, then developed 
To do this unroll a roll of neiw 
black-and-white film in daylight. 
Reroll it and have it developed. 

Do not use an exposed negative 
because dark objects in the pic¬ 
ture show clear on the negative, 
and may allow the burning rays 
of the sun to penetrate the eye. 

Sunglasses will not provide ad¬ 
equate protection, nor will the old 
process of smoking a piece of 
glass.
